Athens, March 9.—The reply of the Greek 
government to the ultimatum of the powers 
having been delivered to the foreign repre- 
Sentatives here, preparations for hostilities 
between Greece and Turkey, which are ap- 
parently inevitable, are being hurried for- 
ward with all possible speed.

GREEKS ORDERED TO LEAVE 


The Vice Consul Included in the Com- 
mand of Admiral Canevaro, of 
the United Fleets, 


Canea, March 9.—Admiral Canevaro, com- 
manding the united fleet of the powers, 
has notified the Greeks here, including the 
Greek vice consulate, that they must leave 
the Island at once. 

It is reported that the siege of Kandamos 
has been raised and that the. Mussulmans 
who were beleaguered there have moved to 
a place of safety. 


The insurgents made an attack upon the 


Turkish positions at Akrotiri yesterday, 
but were stoutiy resisted by the Turks 
and finally repulsed. The insurgents were 
re-enforced during the night and renewed 
their attack upon the place today. 


MILD MEASURES PROPOSED.

SALISBURY AND THE QUEEN. 


The Two Confer, but the Result: of 
Their Deliberatinns Are 
Unknown, 


London, March 9.—Lord Salisbury went 
yesterday to Windsor Castle, where he con- 
ferred for some time with the queen. The 
subject of the conference has not been made 
public, but it is supposed that it had seme 
bearing on the Cretan question. 

According to ‘announcements previously 
made, the queen is te start for thé Rivtera 
on Wednesday, and the prime minister 
would undoubtedly have visited her majes- 
ty under any circumstances prior to her 
departure. 

It is announced here that the French, 
German and Russian ministers have ap- 
proved the carrying out of the threat con- 
tained in the identical note of the powers 
to blockade the coasts of Greece in the 
event of her refusing to accede to the de- 
mand that she withdraw her troops from 
Crete and her fleet from Cretan waters. 

Their reason is that although the reply 
of Greece gives some hope of a compro- 
mise, it does not comply with the demand 
made by the powers.

Buck and Longstreet have gotten together 
at last, their visit to the white house, in 
which the former strongly urged the lat- 
ter for appointment as commissioner of 
railroads, the place now held by Wade 
Hampton, being the token of peace. 

If President McKinley makes this ap- 
pointment, it removes Longstreet from the 
contest for the ambassadorship of Mexico 
and makes room for Colonel Buck to press 


as a leader of the party tn Georgia. He 
was appointed United States marshal and 
held several other offices, finally receiving 
the mission to Turkey, which took him out 
of the country. 

BUCK’S CHANCE. 

This was Buck’s opportunity. Before 
General Longstreet had a chance to return 
Buck was formally seated in power. The 
contest between the two came upon the 
election of General Harrison to the presi- 
dency. Both men made trips to Indianap- 
olis and fought bitterly for recognition. 
Colonel Buck succeeded in convincing Prest- 
dent Harrison that he had done the hardest 
work for the party in the campaign and 
that oLngstreet had lagged by the way. 
The result was Buck’s recognition, his ap- 
pointment to the position of United States 
marshal and General ‘Longstreet passing 
four years in obscurity. 

When the late campaign opened, Buck 
had grown weary and cautious. He wanted 
something biggér than was in sight in Geor- 
gia, but it was necessary to combine all 
interests. He made terms with his old- 
time enemy, who in turn, pressed by pov- 
erty, was willing to make terms with the 
new dealer. They appeared together in 
St. Louis; they spoke from the same plat- 
form during the campaign; and it was un- 
derstood that neither one would sign an 
application for office unless the other had 
been consulted. It was in this emergency 
that it was discovered that Longstreet's 
desire for the Mexican mission would run 
counter to the wishes of Buck. 

TOGETHER NOW. 

The call of the two gentlemen upon 
President McKinley shows that they have 
reached a modus vivendi. If President 
McKinley appoints Longstreet to the rail- 
road co issionership it will satisfy the 
wants rather than the ambitions of the 
latter, while it will leave open the vacant 
embassy to be claimed by Buck and se- 
cured by him—if possible. 

All this will raise an interesting state of 
affairs in Geogria. With Longstreet too old 
for active leadership and removed from 
home by services on the Pacific railways 
and with Buck appointed to a mission so far 
away as Brazil, the state will be left with- 
out leaders. Hanson alone will be left in 
Georgia, and he will be the active leader of 
the republican party in that state,

VAL WILL DEMAND TRIAL. 

“If Joiner fails to materialize what will 
you do? was asked Mr. Veal, and he said 
that it would be demanded that the trial 
proceed. 

Many believe. that some great political 
move is at the back of the charges and 
that Joiner has been persuaded to drop 
the matter just as it stands rather than be 
forced by the opposing counsel io tell all 
he knows about certain well-known and 
influential politiclans who wish to keep out 
of the question. Others think that Joiner 
is simply resting up, preparatory to the 
trial, and that he will appear upon the 
scene at the last minute. 

Be it as it may, all day yesterday and 
all this morning Joiner has been non est, 
elusive and out of sight. 

The board of health will demand a trial 
if Joiner has lost nerve and fled and they 
hope for a full and clean vindication for 
the sanitary department. 

CHARGES AGAINST VAL. 

Joiner in his charges claims that Veal 
has used the powers and privileges of his 
office for his own profit; that while secur- 
ing bids from merchants for stock feed he 
had already bought feed and was making 
a profit of the purchase for himself; that 
he kept horses not belonging to the city 
at the city’s expense; that he used the em- 
ployees of his department as personal ser- 
vants in his domestic life; that he had ve- 
hicles repaired at the city’s expense not be- 
longing to the city; that he was a tyrant 
to those under him and compelled his force 
to rent homes belonging to him and .to 
others or else lose their jobs; that he has 
showed undue discrimination in employing 
his foree and other charges which he 
claims to be able to prove. 

The council chamber will be the scene of 
action and at*2:30 o'clock, Joiner or no 
Joiner, the investigation will begin.

EXPORT INNOCENT PRISONERS 


Charged with Belonging to a Secret 
Society, 200 Are Sent for Life to 
the Chafarinas Islands. 


New York, March 9.—A special cable to 
The Sun from Havana says: 

Two hundred prisoners have been rent 
to Havana by the governor of Matanzas, 
Senor Porcet, and are ready to sail for the 
‘Chafarinas islands, where they have been 
sentenced to fe imprisonment ut ard la- 
bor. They are charged with belonging to 
the secret society of criminals known here 
as Nanigos, but though some of them de- 
serve this accusation, the majority is com- 
posed of persons innocent of anv crime. and 
whom the Spanish government is ervelly 
maltreating only for political ieasons. 

As no evidence that they had plotted 
against Spain could be found and os the 
order of banishment to Chafarinns or 
Fernando Po can be given by the governors 
without any formality Senor Porcet 
thought it less troublesome to take this

Philadelphia, March 9.—John D. Hart, of 
this city, who was convicted in the United 
States district court on February 23d on 
the charge of aiding in a Cuban filfbuster- 
ing expedition on the steamer Laurada in 
August last, was yesterday refused a new 
trial by Judge Butler and sentenced to 
two years’ imprisonment in the eastern 
penitentiary, 2500 fine and the costs of 
prosecution. 

Judge Butler spoke at length In denying 
the motion for a new trial, during which 
he said: 

J have carefully considered this case 
and see no reason to set aside the verdict. 
The. case was very carefully and deliber- 
ately tried and the verdict was amply 
sustained by the evidence. I have no hesi- 
tation in saying that as the case seemed 
to me at the end of the testimony and as 
it now seems there was but one disputable 
question. That it was a military expedi- 
tion was proved beyond room for any 
doutt.. 

The coming together of the men and 
arms, the apparent obedience of the men 
to certain of their number and their con- 
duct on the way to Navasa would scem 
to leave no room for doubt that these men 
had combined and organized as perfect as 
was practicable to go to Cuba to fight the 
Spanish government. That abject was

Commissioner Branan made a most befit- 
ting speech wher he turned the chair over 
to Mayor Collier, thanking the members 
of the board for their earnest support. 

KENDRICK TAKES HOLD. 

Major Kendrick was introduced into the 
board last night as a raw recruit. He 
placed his name on the register of the 
commissioners for the first time. 

Now that Major Kendricks is seated 
around the board it is an important ques- 
tion with the general public on what hne 
he will work. He very plainly showed his 
position last night. 

Major Kendrick is an enthusiastic soldier. 
If there is anything he likes it is discipline. 
To get the pleasing looks of Major Ken- 
dricks while on the street every policeman 
should Jearn the art of saluting an officer. 

It was Suggested at the meeting last 
night by him that a man who could teach 
the patrolmen how to properly salute an 
officer and learn them the set-up of a sol- 
dier be placed in charge of the barracks 
and that in connection with his other du- 
ties he would be the drill master of the po- 
licemen. 

Them Major Kendrick wants the military 
collar for the new summer coats. It 
looks much nicer and there is very little if 
any jnconvenience in it,” said Major Ken- 
drick. This will be passed on later by the 
commissioners. 

During the session it was also suggested 
by Major Kendrick that there be public in- 
spections of the patrolmen.

Gave southern Mutual securities for 
the Stock of the concern, Which 
Was Said To Have Been on the 
Verge of Collapse—Receivers and 
Attorneys Hard at Work.

A reward will be offered for the arrest 
and apprehension of W. C. Hale, the ab- 


sconding president of the Southern Mutual 


Building and Loan Association. This has 
been decided upon, but the amount of the 
reward has not yet been fixed. 

The announcement that a reward will be 
offered for Hale will come in the nature of 
& surprise to many people, who believed 
that scarcely any effort would be made to 
locate the fugitive and bring him back 
to face his accusers and the scene of his 
misdoings. 

The decision to offer a reward for Hale 
was reached after a conference and a 
further investigation into the affairs of 
the association which he so badly man- 
aged. 

A prominent gentleman who is interest- 
ed in the settlement of the association's 
business said this morning: 

“The further we go into this investi- 
gation the worse it gets, and you may feel 
sure that Hale will not be allowed to es- 
cape the punishment which is justly due 
him. He is somewhere not a thousand 
miles from Atlanta and the proper re- 
ward will bring him back to this city. 
His location is known and it will be easy 
to get him as soon as the reward is an- 
nounced and the detectives are informed 
as to the amount.” 

Some further developments as to Hale’s 
misdoings were made yesterday when Re- 
ceiver O’Byrne and Mr. Jack J. Spalding 
visited Nashville in the interest of the 
association. 

HE BOUGHT A NASHVILLE CONCERN 

In Nashville there is held something like

SAYERS HAS SOMETHING TO SAY 


He Believes the System of Making 
Appropriations To Be Wrong and 
Objects to Senatorial Courtesies Be- 


ing Shown 80 Much—Naval and Fed- 
eral Large Items. 


Washington, March 9.—The congression- 
al record today contains a statement 
made by the chairman of the house com- 
mittee on appropriations, Mr. Joseph G. 
Gannon, of Iidnois, relative to the appro- 
priations made by ‘the fifty-fourth con- 
gress. Mr. Gannon’s statement is in part 
as follows: 

“The total appropriations for the two ses- 
sions of this congress aggragate $1,043,437,- 
013. The appropriations of the fifty-third 
congress, which was democratic in both 
branches, with a democratic executive, 
amounted, according to the official tables, 
to 38989. 239,205. To this sum, however, should 
be added $4,400,000 on account of interest 
2@d sinking fund charges for bonds issued 
by the democratic administration which 
were not included in the estimates of per- 
manent appropriations submitted to con- 
gress and stated in the tables; which brings 
the sum total of appropriations for all eb- 
jects by the fifty-third congress up on 
$994,639,206, or $49,797,812 less than the ap- 
propriations, including the deficiencies 
made by the present congress. 

In explanation of this apparent exces 
of appropriations by the fifty-fourth con- 
gress over those of the fifty-third congress 
it should be stated that the fifty-fourth 
congress made increases over its immediate 
predecessor on account of fortifications in 
the sum of $12,563,467; on account of river 
and harbor works, including contracts 
therefor, in the sum of $2,476,506: on ac- 
count of the construction of pwhblic build- 
ings, none of which were authorized by the 
fifty-fourth congress, in the sum of 2.348. 
894 for the postal service in the sum of 
$11,454,385; for the naval establishment in 
the sum of $8,947,523, and on account of 
permanent appropriations, mainly’ to meet 
interest and sinking’ fund charges for the 
bonds issued by the administration just 
leaving power, $24,983,744; or a total of 
$62, 768, 989. 5 

CANNON “EXPLAINS. ' 

Mr. Cannon admit that the appropria- 
tions exceed the legitimate demands of the 
public service, but this results, he says, 
from conditions growing out of the rules of 
the house, the so-called courtesy of the 
senate and the excessive estimates sub- 
mitted to congress. The record shows that 
in no instance during many years’ past 
have the appropriations made by con- 
gress measured up to the full amounts re- 
commended and asked for by the adminis- 
tration. 

Mr. Cannoa condemns the practice of the 
senate in recent years of amending appro- 
priation bills, notably the general deficien- 
cy bill, by incorporating provisions to pay 
claims of every kind and character out- 
standing against the government—<claims 
that have no status in many cases other 
than perfunctory reports from committees, 
mere findings of the court of claims, and 
recommendations and requests from bureau 
officers and other officials of the govern- 
ment. 

“The remedy for this evil,” he says, is 
the establishment of a iribunal of final 
jurisdiction whi.aer these claims may be 
sent for fuller intelligent consideration.“ 

He joins Mr. Dockery in condemning the 
present arrangement of dividing the ap- 
propriation bills among a number of com- 
mittees. 

Mr. Sayers, of Texas, another. member 
of the committee on appropriations, also 
makes public under a leave to print, his 
views respecting the appropriations for 
the fifty-fourth congress. He gays:

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HIS ASSAILANT STILL IN JAIL 


He Expresses No Regret for Having 
Attempted To Kill the Man Who 
He Says Wronged Him. 


WOMEN BEHIND ALL THE TROUBLE 


No Steps Will Be Taken To Prosecute 
Perry Until It Is Seen What the Re- 
sult of Lanier’s Wounds Will Be. 
Lanier Makes Another Statement 

This Morning. i 


The life of N. B. Lanier, the man shot 
through the lungs by H. 8. Perry, at De- 
catur yesterday, told of fully in The Even- 
ing Constitution yesterday, still hangs in 
the balance ’ 

Those who have been watching around 
his bedside say that his breathing is dif- 
ficult, and that it looks only a question of 
time when the strength he now has will 
leave him. 

Perry, who fired the fatal shot, is still 
kept in the DeKalb county jail. He is 
extremely cool and does not seem to real- 
ize the position in which his rash act has 
placed him. 

“What I did, I did with great forethought 
and with a perfectly cool head. When the 
circumstances in the case are known I will 
not only be exonerated, but the public will 
say I did what any man who cares any- 
thing for his honor would have done.” 
This was all that Perry would say con- 
cerning his act. 

LANIER’S STATEMENT TODAY. 

In a statement made this morning to one 
of the friends of his, Lanier told of the 
circumstances and the trouble. 

“Perry and his wife parted some time 
ago, said the wounded man, between 
gasps. They finally agreed to again live 
together as man and wife. 

“The cause of their quitting at first was 
because Perry paid too much attention to 
other women, This was more than Mrs. 
Perry would stand, and the only agree- 
ment of her ever again living with him 
was that he was to be her husband and 
pay attention to no one else. 

“After they made up Mrs. Perry asked me 
to watch him, and if I saw him paying any 


,@ttention.to other women to let her know. 


Perry was a fast man and went with wo- 
men of questionable reputation. I saw this 
and told Mrs. Perry about it. | 

She got after her husband about it, and 
when he learned that I was the one who 
told Mrs. Perry of his actions he sent me 
a letter telling me to leave Atlanta. 

“I did so, as I did not want to get into 
a difficulty. I never knew that Perry was 
anywhere in the neighborhood when I saw 
him on the train.” 

PERRY'S SIDE OF THE CASE. 

The story that Perry’s friends are trying 
to give out for his action is that on Fri- 
day night Lanier attempted an assault on 
his wife. Perry himself won't say a word 
about this. 

Nothing will be done further in the case 
until Lanier either recovers or dies. As 
scon as the wounded man is strong enough, 
if he ‘lives, there will be a preliminary 
trial and Perry will have to answer to the 
charge of assault with intent to murder. 
If Lanier dies, then murder will be the 
case booked against him.

him by newspaper reports has admitted, 
after hearing him, that there was nothing 
objectionable in his utterances.

He is an earnest Christian, 
if there ever was one, and it is simply, a 
silly newspaper fake to say that he has 
grown rich out of his work. Money cannot 
stay in his pockets. So long as there are 
widows and orphans and deserving poor 
people in his bailiwick, Jones will always be 
hard-up. 

He is a wonderful man! 


He has the humor and charity of Lin- 
coln, the eloquence of Prentiss and the 
sharp, epigrammatic repartee of Corwin. 

Altogether, he represents the best and 

brightest types of the south and south- 
west. 

Not long ago he attacked fhe principle 
upon which our public school system is 
based, and what he said is simply unan- 


swerable. 

He struck at the root of the evil by 
arraigning paternalism. He showed how 
tax Bill 
Jones for the education of Tom Brown's 
boy, and suggested that it would be just. 
as reasonable to make Jones provide the

the Brown kid. 

This is on the right line, and in a few

There have been twelve special sessions 
of congress ¢alled by the president of the 
United States. The first was the session 
called by John Ajams in 1797, because of 


the threatened war with France, and the 
last was called by Grover Cleveland in 
1893 for the consideration of the silver 
question, It is rather singular, consider- 
ing the fact that the constitution does not 
call for the meeting of a new congress un- 
til more than a year after the election of 


its members, that there have been so few. 


called sessions. There are two principal 
reasons why the president of the United 
States has hesitated about calling congress 


together. That unfortunate phrase which 


President Cleveland used in a letter a year 
or two ago—when he spoke of “having 
congress on my hands’’—has much inof- 
fensive truth in it. When congress is not 
in session very few members of congress 
are in Washington and the push and strug- 


le for office, which have been the night- 


mare of every president, are much dimin- 
ished. It would take a very serious reason 
to induce any president to call a special 


session of congress directly after his in- 


auguraticn. President McKinley thinks 
that such an emergency exists. 

The second reason is the expense of the 
extra session, for while the congressman 
of today receives his pay whether con- 
gress is in session or not, he does not 
receive mileage and stationery allowance 
and many other perquisites of office when 
congress is not in session, and there is a 
small army of clerks employed only dur- 
ing the session whose salaries stop when 
congress adjourns and begin again when 
congress reconvenes. Therefore the ses- 
sion of congress is expensive and unless 
there is much to be gained by issuing a 
call for a special session the president 
usually waits until the time named in the 
constitution for congress to assemble. 

The first extra session, as I have said, 
in 1797 by President Jolin 
Adams to take action in the matter of the 
pending difficulties with France. France 


had discriminated seriously against Ameri-: 


can commerce, and a commission was sent 
to the court, of France to see what could 
be done to bring about a peaceable settie~ 
ment of the matter. Talleyrand secretly 
offered to have the objectionable decrees 
rescinded if a sum of money was paid to 
him, but this proposition was rejected sum- 
marily and congress appropriated money 
for a navy while the president called Wash- 
ington to the head of the army. Napoleon’s 


reign began at about this time and the 


first consul made a treaty with the United 
States, which was satisfactory and which 
settled the question of the threa‘ened war. 


Six years: later congress was called to- 


gether to ratify the purchase of Louisiana 
from France by President Jefferson. The 
senate approved the act and. both a weet 
voted -bonds for the payment of the $15,- 
000,000, which was the purchase price. in 


this purchase were included neamy afi ot 


what now constitutes the states of Louisi- 

ana, Arkansas, Missouri, 

Kaasas, Nebraska, the Dakotas, Montana, 

Wyoming, Idaho, Oregon, Washington, 

Colorado, Oklahoma and Indian Territory.

Four years later Jefferson called another 
special session of congress to take action 
on the attitude of France and England 
toward our commerce. As a result of this 
meeting exportation was forbidden, but this 
law was repealed two years later as it was 
hurting American interests 
than those of other countries. President 
Madison called a special session of con- 
gress in July, 1811, to consider the war with 
Great Britain which was then threatening. 
No decisive actlon was taken at this spe- 
cial session, but war was declared at the 
regular session of congress in the year 
1812. A year later, the army having be- 
come somewhat demoralized by defeats 
along the Canadian border, Madison called 
another special session for the purpose.of 
having. it reorganized. 

There was no other called session until 
1837, when Van Buren summoned congress 
to face a financial crisis—the suspension of 
specie payments all over the country. A 
result of this special session was the 
establishment of the sub-treasury system 
now in force and the issue of 810,000, 00 of 
treasury notes. The panic was not much 
relieved though and when President Harri- 
son was inaugurated. he called ancther 
special session with which his successor, 
Tyler, was left to negotiate. President 
Tyler and congress did not get along at 
all well together. Congress passed two 
bills to establish a national bank, both of 
which were vetoed by the president. Con- 
gress also repealed the sub-treasury act 


‘which was re-enacted later by another 
congress. The trouble between Tyler and 
corgress resulted in Tyler’s political death 
and in the disintegration of the whig party 


for a time. 


The slavery..question caused the special ; 


session called by President Pierce in 1856, 


as well as that called by President Lincoln 


in 1861. ‘The session of 1856 was called be- 
cause the army 
failed. The house had tacked on it a pro- 
vision that none of the army should be 
employed to enforce the acts of the Kan- 
sas legislature. The senate refused to ac- 
cept the bill in this form and when the 
special session was held the senate Pad 
its way. This session lasted only eleven 
days—a much shorter time than ‘can’ be 
hoped for the session which is to begin this | 
n sess 


The eit session of 1861 was called 
when war had begun. Congress was need- 


ed to increase the regular army, to yote | 


appropriations for the war and to prepare 
‘a. tariff which should furnish the revenue 
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Iowa, Minneso’a;'

promotion, ete. These could not be rec n- 
ciled in conference before March 4th. The 
army was much needed in 1877 in connec- 
tion with the great strikes and riots, and: 
there would have been no army if Presi-' 
dent Hayes fad not called a special ses- 
sion, unless somcone had been found pa tri- 
otic enough to advance the money reeded 
to sustain the force of officers and en- 
listed men. Secretary Lamont once ad- 
vanced the money needed to carry the 
army establishment for a very brief space 
of time. 

An extra session was rendered necessary 
in 1879 by the failure of another appropria- 
tion bill—the sundry civil bill. This was 


‘defeated for passage in the senate because 


the house had put on it several riders“ 
to prohibit the usé of troops at the polls. 
In the special session both house and sen- 
ate were democratic and they passed bills 
containing the objectionable riders“ which 
the president promptly vetoed. Eventually 
congress was compelléd to pass an unem- 
barrassed appropriation bill, which the 
president signed.

an extra session of the fifty-first congress 
at the beginning of President Harrison's 
administration. None was calied then and 
none was held from 1879 to 1895, when: 
President Cleveland, in view of the finan- 
clal crisis which had caused so much 
suffering all over thé country called con- 
gress together to repeal the Sherman law 
for the purchase of silver. That was the 
twelfth session called by a president. The 
cne to be held this month will be the thir- 


teenth.

Several times of recent years special 
sessions have been threatened. Mr. Me- 
Kinley expres ed in private conversation 
four years ago the opinion. that President 
Cleveland should call congress together to 
redeem the promises of the democratic 
‘party to reform the tariff. He said that 
if the president delayed he would have 
trouble getting congress to do what he 
wanted. This proved to be the case, and 
the tariff bill which Was passed by con- 
gress finally was very little to the liking 
of Mr. Cleveland. Mr. McKinley, by tak- 
ing the tariff bull by the horns, immedi- 
ately has a much better chance of making 
it do as he likes. 

I see in some recently ‘published para- 
graphs the statement that the senators, 
who met In special 4sesston Thursday ef 
this week, are very much perturbed le- 
cause they will not receive mileage or 
other allowances during the called session. 
They are not a bit pérturbed in fact. The 
law gives mileage and statienery allow- 
ances for the regular session of congress 
only; but the senatofs and members four 
years ago, when Mr. Cleveland called a 
special session, voted mileage and sta- 
tionary allowance to themselves for that 
session, and drew it, too. I have not 
heard that any member of the fifty-third 
congress was conscientious enough te turn 
his allowance back into the treasury or to 
refuse to draw it. 

The truth is that the senators and repre- 
sentatives: in congress: get all they can 
out of the government, directly or indi- 
rectly. Senator Peffer, of Kansas, goes 
away from Washington a comparatively 
well-to-do man, because he not only saved 
a good part of his $5,000 a year and allow- 
ances, but he had three members of his 
family on the pay roll during the greater 
part of his six years in the senate. One of 
them was his wife. Senator Reagan, of 
Texas, now one of the railroad commis- 
sioners of his state, I believe, was the 
first senator to braye public criticism by 
appointing his wife private secretary at 
36 a day. 

You know the salaries of our .senators 
and representatives are just $4,000 more 
than the salaries of the members of the 
Canadian parifament, which meets at Ot- 
tawa next week. They are $5,000 more 
than the members of the British parlia- 
ment receive. They are not large enough 
to support a man and his family in lux- 
ury; but they are enough to live on, even 
in Washington, where rents are higher 
and supplies cost mere than they do any- 
where else in the country. The stationery 
and mileage allowance was voted to atone 
to the congressmen for the loss of the 
franking privilege. When that privilege

THE SCHOOLBOOK BURDEN. 

There never was, in my mind, a more 
outrageous monopoly than ‘the present 
schoolbook extortion. A man with two or 
three children is often unable to take ad- 
vantage of the free tuition offered by the 
public schools right here in Atlanta because 
he cannot afford the enormous. drain upon 
his resources twice a year for books. They 
will not allow a child to enter the schools 
unless it is armed and equipped with all 
the high priced textbooks that are provided 
by the school authorities, and every time a 
child ‘advances from one grade to another 
it is a fresh outlay of books. 


Twice a year the poor man with a small 
salary is confronted with the problem of 
purchasing books for his children. There 
are eight grades and the pupil must have 
a new style of grammar, geography, read- 
er, arithmetic and dictionary, with numer- 
ous other books, for every grade. There is. 
no let up to it. Instead of providing some 
sort of a book on one topic that would take 
the child through at least two grades it 


must have a complete assortment for each 


grade,.although the step from one grade to 
another is very small indeed. It looks some 
times as if the school authorities have 
simply allowed themselves to be duped by 
the publishers. 


Why, with all their shortcomings, the 
country schools are not so burdensome as 
these. I have recently gone through with 
another experience bu books. Being 
the middle of the term I have tried to se- 
cure second-hand books so as to obviate a 
little of the expense, as I know these books 
would be of no use after the present term. 
I have managed, by close driving, to get 
the books at about 50 per cent less than 


the published price, and some of the books 
that I bought were as good as new. That 
Indicates somewhat the extortionate prices 
charged by the publishers. 


But what do you suppose those booksell- 
ets made on the second-hand ks that 
they sold me? From 100 to 500 per cent. 1 
had an experience of that sort when I 
went to move away from here two years 
ago. I had just bought a lot of books in 
the fall. Many of thém were § scarcely 
solled. I think that the book dealers al- 
lowed me about 1 for $10 worth of 
books. Of course they sold them out to 
others at an average of 50 per cent and 
made a big profit. That is business on their 
part, but it all goes to show how the people 
are fleeced in being forced to load them- 
selves down with books, term after term, 
for twelve kmg weary years until at last 
the child 3 the high school. 


On my W lists were two books that 
I asked for, but the man with whom I was 
dealing was generous enough to tell me that 
he did not have them in stock and he did 
not think that it was necessary for me to 
get them as they were not being used this 
term. I heaved a sigh of relief for I felt 
that I had saved a few hard earned pennies 
through his kindness. I tell you there is 
reform needed in that line a little worse 
than in anything that I know of connected 
with our school system.’ An ordinary 
child ought to be able to méster the con- 
tents of those books in half the time re- 
quired in our schools. Half the number of 
books ought to be requisite for all the 
knowledge that is gained from this vast 
array of authorities. 


There is a lot of tommyrot about it same 
true, I never had 35 
worth of schoolbooks in my life, and I 
may not be able to appreciate the value of 
those textbooks fully, but I do know that 
there is extravagance somewhere. Of 
course so long as the educational authori- 
ties permit it the publishers will go on mul- 
tiplying textbooks, It is their business to 
make all the money out of it that they can,

THE OLDEST NEGRO SCHOOL 


SUMMERHILL SCHOOL, 


About the question of the education of 
the negro will always be a certain interest. 
Its advisability, its scope, its limits are 
very real questions and ones that certainly 
have not been passed over lightly iff this 
city. 

It may be well to begin with to quote the 
opinion of one who both by his position, 
and experience cannot but be considered 
as the leader of educational interest in this 
city. 

Major Slaton says in speaking of this 
work that he had no doubt that the 
education of the negro as persisted in by 
the board of education in the city, was. 
not only doing its recipients good but was 
elevating the whole race. 

A noticeable improvement has been seen 
by him in the manners of the race as the 
work of the school became effective among 
them and the benefit that the community is 
deriving is really very large. 

Such an opinion as this by one who knows 
and speaks carefully of what he knows is 
certainly very valuable and is a fitting as 
a beginning to this article. 

The course, pursued in the Summer Hill 
school is precisely the same as that pur- 
sued by the schools for white children. 
It has the full eight grades and.the studies 
in each are identical with those pursued in 
the same grade in the white schools. 

Certainly in no way are the negroes at a 
disadvantage considered with the white 
children. The Summer Hill school- 
house is a good substantial one and 
the latter part of it to be built is as fine as 
one could well wish for. There is a certain 
spirit among the negroes that is most com- 
mendable.. They will sacrifice anything to 
give their children an education and fewer 
negro children: probably are kept from 
school on account of being unable to buy 
books than there are white children de- 
prived of an education. 

It is also a well-known fact that the at- 
tendance of negroes, in proportion to the 
number of them in the city, is larger than 
the whites. One of the examples of this 
course of education is the present principal 
of Summer Hin school, C. W. Hill. 

He has proved to be an excellent princi- 
pal and a good teacher. His governing of 
his pupils and his administration of the 
school would compare well with any school 
standard wherever found. 

The education of the teachers of the ne- 
gro school in the city is not a difficult 
question, for no less than four colleges are 
at their command wherein they can obtain 
the knowledge necessary to fit them for 
their work 

The principal of this school, however, had

little training outside of the 
tem of school in which he is no 

His education is more thah . it 
it has proved for the demands of the At- 
lanta board of education, but a great share 
of his success · is due probably to his natu- 
ral ability and his adaptability to the teach- 
ers. 

Besides him there are teaching in the 
school, Georgia Druglar, who is assistant 
principal; V. E. Dozier, in charge of the 
seventh grade, and the others, naming 
them down from the sixth to the second, 
M. L. Sykes, Cora B. Finley, H. M. Jones, 
Alice A. Anthony and Rosa Garner and N. 
O. Bentley, the teacher of the first grade. 

Among these is a devotion to their school 
visible, an earnest interest in their work 
and an intelligent knowledge of its ques- 
tions and perplexities. 

An evenness in working, a carefulness in 
detail and general effective In work that 
is productive of it could not help but be 
of good results. These teachers preside 
over and educate 632 children and the order 
and discipline is everything that could be 
expected. 

As students the pupils of this school are 
found to be diligent and earnest and by no 
means dull. This is speaking of them, of 
course, as a general rule. In the ordinary 
studies they are'quick to learn and some 
of the best penmanship that is turned in to 
the office of the superintendent of educa- 
tion is done by students in these schools. 

In certain studies they do fall slightly 
behind others, but in the general average 
they are not deficient or bebind the grand 
average of the other schools. 

The Summer Hill school was organized in 
1872 and is with a few others the oldest in- 
stitution of the kind in town. Today, like 
all the other negro schools, it is very much 
overcrowded and again with one or two 
others has the largest attendance of any 
in town. 

The daily average attendance of the 
scholars is also very good. Probably the 
school life of these scholars is a larger 
factor in their lives than it is in those of 
others and the incentives for regular at- 


téndance ate great, but tue farbt nemains ~- 


that they do attend and profit: by the in- 
struction given by the school, and in time 
the community is the gainer by it. 

In fact the Summer Hill school, judging it 
by the ordinary standards, is found to be 
a school attended and well taught and one 
that is doing much benefit to those who are 
its scholars and those who come in contact 
with these scholars. 

In short it is, to say it very simply—a 
good school. ACHBSON.

The business men claim that the official 
classification to Atlanta and points south 
of the Ohio river is much higher than it 
is on the same shipments to points north 
of the river. 

The railroad men admit that this may be 
true, but at the same time they say if an 
investigation is made it will prove that 
the rates are evened up by the classification 
on othe: shipments which are different to 
points worth of the river. 

The subject of freight rates is a very 
intricate one, and it will be several months 
before an adjustment can-be made if one 
is secured at all. 8

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’ Lenten Luncheons. 


‘Social entertainments are limited. to 
affairs during the Lenten season.

In Lentén luncheons during Lent the 
dishes shéuld be strictly Lenten. It is, 
however, allowable to serve broiled chicken 
small; game birds. These must not 
be placed on the table, but served from 
a side table and only suggested by the 
hostess. Wine at a Lenten luncheon is 
not to be thought of, Here are some Lenten 
dishes: 
Always buy live lobsters. Get them home 
from market as soon as possible. As soon 
as they are in the kitchen put them in a 
kettle of cold water slightly salted. Stand 
the kettle over the fire and when the water 
has boiled fifteen minutes, if the lobsters 
are small they are done. If large, the lob- 
esters should boil twenty or twenty-five min- 
utes after the water begins to boil. As 
soon as they are cool enough to handle 
without burning the hands, lay the lobsters 
on their bellies and with a heavy knife 
open the shells down the back and crack 
the claws with a mallet. A lobster should 
never be allowed to cool in a closed shell, 
as the gasses soon destroy its flavor. Open- 
ed immedlately the flesh will be sweet and 
fresh for a couple of days, if kept in a very 
cold ice chamber. Kept in a closed shell 
more than twenty minutes after boiling, 
the meat of the lobster is unfit to eat. 
Oysters, like lobsters, are not good when 
des d. They should always be opened and 
removed from their shells when alive. 
To ascertain if they are alive, as soon as 
opened, when one of the sheils has been 
removed, touch the edge of the oyster 
gently, and if alive it will contract. A 
nie way to serve oysters raw is to serve 
them in the shell, and not on the half 
shell, as is the usual condition. Open the 
Oysters, detach the upper shell and then 
loosen the oyster from the lower shell 
so it may be lifted freely with the oyster 
fork. Leave the oyster on the lower shells. 
Fill a deep plate with chipped ice, com- 
pletely cover the ice with fresh sprigs of 
watercress and lay the lower shell con- 
taining the oyster lightly on the bed of 
Watercress. Put four of these lower 
shells on each plate; then cover the oysters 
with the upper shell. Put half of a small 
lemon, from which the seeds have been 
removed, in the center of each plate. in 
buying salmon always select the middle cut. 
It is the best. To botl salmon, urst tie it 
in a piece of cheese cloth. Put it in a ket- 
tle with enough cold water to cover it. 
Add two tablespoonfuls of Tarragon vine- 


gar and a teaspoonful of salt to each quart | 


of water. Stand the kettle over a quick 
fire. As soon as the water begins to boil 
Place the kettle where the heat id more 
moderate, if you are cooking over a coal 
range. If. however, you are cooking by 


a range, turn the flame down to a 
moderate at and let the fish boil gently 
twelve minutes for each pound. 


When the fish is cold lift it out of the 
colerder, where it has drained, and lay it 
on a platter or plate and remove the skin 
from the top of the boiled fish. Take an- 
other platter and lay it over the fish. With 
both hands hold the two plates together 


and turn them over quickly so the top one, 


is at the bottom. This will place the al- 
mon on the other plate, leaving the side 
up with the cloth on, so it and the skin on 
that side may be removed without breaking 
the fish. Now that the salmon Is freed of 
cloth and skin, stand it in a very cold re- 
.frigerator; Where it will harden and be 
ready to serve. While the salmon is get- 
ting cold make your mayonnaise as fol- 


lows: In thé bottom of a soup plate put a 


half teaspoonful of dry English mustard. 
Add the yolk of a raw fresh egg and stir 
till well blended. Holding the fork in the 
right hand, take a bottle of good oll in 
sthe. left hand and carefully begin dropping 
the oll, stirring it in with the mustard and 
yolk of egg with the fork in the right 
hand. When the ingredients-become a stiff 
waxy paste add a few drops of Tarragon 
vinegar to the paste, stirring it all the 
time: this will thin it a Tittle. 

up the oil again and proceed as before, 
dropping it in slowly and carefully till the 


paste is thick and waxy again. Then thin 


it with a few drops of vinegar. Repeat 


this process till you have made the 


amount of mayonnaise required and until 
it is a proper thickness. The yolk of one 
ege will easily take up a large bottle of 
oil. 


In mixing a mayonnaise stir it without 
interruption, and always in the same way, 
‘describing a circle. If the room is very 
‘warm, stand the plate on a dish of chip- 
ped ice. 

Next spread the mayonnaise dressing all 
over the salmon and decorate the top of 
it as artistically as possible with quarters 
of lemon, quarters of hard boiled eggs and 
pitted olives. Place the dish on the ta- 
ble, and in serving put a leaf of lettuce 
over the salmon. The attractiveness of a 
dish makes it all the more appetizing. 
It is always better to buy the patty 
shells at a first-class baker’s or restau- 
rateur's, as the making of puff paste is 
an art very few are able to perfect them- 
selves in. Get as many shells as you have 
covers laid at the table, and prepare the 
Oak, other. the following directions:

REMEDIAL LEGISLATION LATER 


Seunntor Lerow Will Prepare: a Bill 


To Prevent a Continuation of the 
Combination That “Restricts the 


Necessities of Lifg” as the Finding 
of the Report Is Worded, 


Albany, N. T., March 9.—The report of 
the Lexow trust investigating committee 
will be presented to the senate today. 

It contains about 10,00 words. The tes- 
timony taken before the committee is 
reviewed at length and while ‘no special 
drive is made against any individual trust, 
the committee treats all of the combines 
investigated alike. 

They found that these combinations to 
restrict the necessaries of life do exist, and 
that the aggregations of capital which have 
been formed were organized in nearly every 
instance for the purpose of regulating the 
trade, suppressing competition, controlling 
the output and dictation of prices. 

The report dwells at length upon the 
great danger that is likely to arise from 
the continuance of the operations of these 
aggregations of capital and protests that 
affirmative legislation should be enacted 
with a view of restraining, if not entirely 
prohibiting, the operation of such monster 
combinations. 

‘lhe report states that the committee be- 
lieves the factors’ agreements between the 
trusts and their agents are to a great ex- 
tent the potential agency through avhich 
these combinations are enabled to fulfill 
the purpcses of their organizations. 

The committee is working on the remedial 
legislation, but Chairman Lexow does not 
think he will have the bills for introduc- 
tion today.

A BRAZILIAN MESSIAH, 


The South American Republic Has a 
Religious Sensation. 


From The New York Sun. 
Brazil is having trouble with a Messiah 


who has appeared in the state of Bahia, 
attended by a band of 3,000 fanatic adhe- 
rents, armed with winchester rifles and 
proclaiming a holy war for the re-estab- 
lishment of religion and of the monarchy. 
He asserts that he is Jesus Christ, wears 
long hair and a blue tunic, and keeps 1 ear 
him twelve disciples whom he calls his 
apostles. He indulges in ecstatic visions, 
during which he declares that he receives 
his inspiration from God. 

The man’s name is Antonio Conselhiro. 
He comes from thé town of Aracaty, in 
the province of Ceara, where he had a 
good deal of property and lived comfort- 
ably till a terrible domestic tragedy befell 
iim. His mother and his wife were unable 
to agrée, and, in order to put an end to 
their constant squabbles, he had decided to 
move out of town with his wife. His 
mother then told him that the reason for 
her hatred of her daughter-in-law was that 
she was betraying him and that she would 
prove the truth of her statement to him. 
He gave out that he was going off on a 
journey, hid. in ambush, and at nightfall 
saw a man in the darkness approaching 
his house. Conselheiro crept up to him 
and stretched him out dead with one blow 
of his knife. Then he examined the body 
to find out who his rival was, and to his 
horror discovered that he had slain his 
mother. To insure the success of her in- 
famous plot against her daughter-in-law 
she had put on men’s clothes and acted the 
part of the fictitious lover. 

Conselheiro, out of his mind with despair, 
and ‘horror at his act, fled, and was not 
heard from again until his exploits in Ba- 
hia became known. His remorse had driven 
him into mysticisin and fanaticism, and 
he found it easy to gather around him 
superstitious peasants who believed in his 
revelations, and were ready to obey him 
blindly, and to give up their lives for the 
holy cause. The region where they have 
collected ‘is in the mountains on the bor- 
ders of the desert interior. At first they 
were left alone, but after they had estab- 
lished their authority in a number of vil- 
lages troops were sent against them by 
the government. A battle was fought in 
which Conselheiro lost 150 men killed, but 
tne governmont lesses were equally large, 
Recently, according to Le Figaro, the fa- 
natics were threatening the town of Joa- 
zeiro, on the San Francisco river, and 
troops were hurrying there from Alagoas, 
on the coast. Conselhetro, however, holds 
a very strong position, his men being in- 
trenched in the passes of unexplored moun- 
tains, with a broad stretch of unknown 
and desolate country behind them.

WHAT THE SHERIFF SAYS 


If the County Refuses To Pay for the 
Care and Detention of Prisoners the 
Sherif! Would Like To Know Who 
Foots ‘the Bille—An Interesting Point 
of Law Comes Up for Discussion. 


The action of the county commissioners in 
refusing to pay Sheriff Nelms the jail 
césts resulting from the incarceration of 
Otis Smith, has raised a unique pomt of 
law which the sheriff is discussing. 

The sheriff says Otis Smith was regu- 
larly committed, so far as he knows, and 
was presented to the jailer by an officer 
of the law. Smith was placed in the jail 
upon the criminal warrant charging him 
with embezzlement and the county was 
charged for his detention as in all crimi- 
nal cases. 

When Smith was released the bill went 
to the county commissioners, and the entire 
jail bill, with the exception of such charges 
as were made for Smith, was paid. The 
$2.57 which was charged for Smith's de- 
tention was stricken from the account and 
is not to be paid by the commissioners. 

“I am not one of these chronic kickers,” 
said Sheriff Nelms, yesterday. “All that I 
want to do is to discharge my every obli- 
gation as jailer of Fulton county. It’s the 
people’s office and not mine, and I don't 
want anything t).at I am not entitled to. 

“The question I am now investigating is 
what I am to do should any similar case 
arise. I am entitled to receive the pay 
for the expenses of the care of prisoners. 
I am going to see what prisoners must be 
refused. The question is one that is knotty 
just now.“ 

The criminal code of Georgia provides 
that no jailer or sheriff can refuse a regu- 
larly committed prisoner under a heavy 
penalty. It is under the circumstances that 
Sheriff Nelms is thinking over the mat- 
ter, 

The comméssioners decline to discuss 
the matter, further than to say that the 
county should not pay for jail costs where 
the prisoner was jailed and then released 
upon the scttlement of the prosecution. 

“Whoever turned him out should pay the 
jail costs,“ said one of the commissioners 
this afternoon. ‘“‘We don’t think there is 
any obligation upon the county to pay the 
board.“

Buck and Longstreet have gotten together 
at last, their visit to the white house, in 
which the former strongly urged the lat- 
ter for appointment as commissioner of 
railroads, the place now held by Wade 
Hampton, being the token of peace. 

If President McKinley makes this ap- 
pointment, it removes Longstreet from the 
contest for the ambassadorship of Mexico 
and makes room for Colonel Buck to press 
his own claim for the embassy to Brazil. 
This is highly important to Colonel Buck, 
because it is well understood that the pres- 
ident will give only first-class mission to 
Georgia; and if Longstreet was to continue 


’ 


; 


as a leader ot the party. in Georgia. 
was appointed United States marshal and 
held several other offices, finally receiving 
the mission to Turkey, which took him out 
of the country. 

BUCK’S CHANCE. 

This was Buck's opportunity. Before 
General Longstreet had a chance to return 
Buck was formally seated in power. The 
contest between the two came upon the 
election of General Harrison to the presi- 
dency. Both men made trips to Indianap- 
olis and fought bitterly for recognition. 
Colonel Buck succeeded in convincing Presi- 
dent Harrison that he had done the hardest 
work for the party in the campaign and 
that oLngstreet had lagged by the way. 
The result was Buck's recognition, his ap- 
pointment to the position of United States 
marshal and General Longstreet passing 
four years in obscurity. . 

When the late campaign opened, Buck 
had grown weary and cautious. He wanted 
something bigger than was in sight in Geor- 
gia, but it was necessary to combine all 
interests. He made terms with his old- 
time enemy, who in turn, pressed by pov- 
erty, was willing to make terms with the 
new dealer. They appeared together in 
St. Louis; they spoke from the same plat- 
form during the campaign; and it was un- 
derstood that neither one would sign an 
application for office unless the other had 
been consulted. It was in this emergency 
that it was discovered that Longstreet's 
desire for the Mexican mission would run 
counter to the wishes of Buck. 

TOGETHER NOW. 

The call of the two gentlemen upon 
President McKinley shows that they have 
reached a modus vivendi. If President 
McKinley appoints Longstreet to the rail- 
road co issionership it will satisfy the 
wants rather than the ambitions of the 
latter, while it will leave open the vacant 
embassy to be claimed by Buck and se- 
cured by him—if possible. 

All this will raise an interesting state of 
affairs in Geogria. With Longstreet too old 
for active leadership. and removed from 
home by services on the Pacific railways 
and with Buck appointed to a mission so far 
away as Brazil, the state will be left with- 
out leaders. Hanson alone will be left in 
Georgia, and he will be the active leader ot 
the republican party in that state.

EXPORT INNOCENT PRISONERS 


Charged with Belonging to a Secret 
Society, 200 Are Sent for Life to 
the Chafarinas Islands. 


New York, March 9.—A special cable to 
Ins Sun from Havana says: 

Two hundred prisoners have been sent 
to Havana by the governor of Matanzas, 
Senor Porcet, and are ready to sail for the 
Chafarinas islands, where they have’ been 
sentenced to life imprisonment ut rard la- 
bor. They are charged with pelonging to 
the secret society of criminals known here 
as Nanigos, but though some of them de- 
serve this accusation, te majority is com- 
posed of persons innocent of anv crime and 
whom the Spanish government is cruelly

As no evidence that they had plotted 
against Spain could be found and ss the 
order of banishment to. Chafarinas or 
Fernando Po can be given bv the governors 
without any formality Senor Porcet 
thought it less troublesome to take this 
course than to give more work to the 
military courtsmartial in Matanzas, which 
are already very busy sentencing to death 
four persons a day on an average. 

It is semi-officially declared in Havana 
that General Weyler will ,emain a while 
longer in Cuba as captain general and com- 
mander-in-chief of the Spanish army. It is 
said in well-informed circles that the 
central government, though considering 
Weyler’s recall to be necessary, has decided 
to postpone it for some days, thinking that 
as General Gomez has not been driven out 
of the province of Santa Clara the recall 
of the captain general just at this juncture 
would produce the same bad effect abroad 
that was caused by the withdra'val of 
General Martinez Campos.

DIDN'T BRIBE THE WITNESSES 


This Sensational Part of the Evidence, 
Which Wad Introduced by the De- 
fense, : : the Judge Says Is Unworthy 

ot Belief—The Only Issue at Stake 
Was the Question of Hart’s Knowl- 
edge of the Character of the Busi- 
ness He Was Engaged in, and the 
Jury Settled This. 


Philadelphia, March 9.—John D. Hart, of 
this city, who was convicted in the United 
States district court on February 23d on 
the charge of aiding in a Cuban filibuster- 
ing expedition on the steamer Laurada in 
August last, was yesterday refused a new 
trial by Judge Butler and sentenced to 


two years’ imprisonment in the eastern 


penitentiary, 3500 fine and the costs of 
prosecution. 

Judge Butler spoke at length In denying 
the motion for a new trial, during which 
he said: 

“T have carefully considered this case 
and see no‘'reason to set aside the verdict. 
The case was very carefully and deliber- 
ately tried and the verdict was amply 
sustained by the evidence. I have no hesi- 
tation in saying that as the case seemed 
to me at the end of the testimony and as 
it now seems there was bat one disputable 
question. That it was a military expedi- 
tion was proved beyond room for any 
dourt. 

The coming together of the men and 
arms, the apparent obedience of the men 
to certain of their number and their con- 
duet on the way to Navasa would stem 
to leave no room for doubt that these men 
had combined and organized as perfect as 
was practicable to go to Cuba to fight the 
Spanish government. That object was 
avowed by some of the expedition and 
their declarations are proof against all. 
The fact that some desired to withdraw 
and were compelled to go by authority 
which was despotic of itself, seemed to 
demonstrate the character of the expedi- 
tion. 

THB ONLY POINT IN DOUBT. 

“That they went to Cuba is equally plain. 


3 That they were carried by the Laurada by 


preconcerted arrangement is made mani- 
fest’ by many elreumstances. A clearer 
case in this respect has never been made 
out. That Hart sent the Laurada and 
controlled her movements is equally clear. 
The only debatable question is whether he 
had knowledge of its military character. 
This was open to discussion and was very 
fairly and fully discussed. 

“The government's proof of such knowl- 
edge ‘was the elreumstance under which 
the Laurada was fitted out and Hart's 
connection with the Cuban party that 
went to Atlantic City. The deferidant 
argued that these preparations were clear- 
ly consistent with their theory that the 
only purpose of the expedition of which. 


Hart knew was to carry a cargo of goods b 


that was contraband of war. If the cargo. 
was not prohibited by our laws he would 
then have had no good reason to conceal 
his identity with the plan because the only 
harm to him if the ship were captured by 
a Spanish cruiser would be the forfeiture 
of the vessel and its cargo. 

“The only motive he could have had in 
concealing his own personal connection 
with the trip of the Laurada was to de- 
ceive the authorities of our government. I 
do not question that he gave, directly or 
indirectly, the order to send the surf boats 
from Camden to the Laurada below Wil- 
mington. What object had he to conceal 
his identity except to deceive the authori- 
ties of our government? He was closely 
identified with the Cubans, met them at 
Atlantic City and directed thei# movements 
to Barnegat. The evidence fully justified 
the conclusion of the jury that ‘he had 
previous knowledge of the mfiltary char- 
acert of the expedition. 

EVIDENCE NOT PLUAUSIBLE. 

“As to the after discovered testimony, I 
do not know how the jury could believe 
such testimony if it had been offered. The 
new witnesses are of the class that Gold- 
bery (a witness for the defense) was. His 
testimony hurt the defendant, in my judg- 
ment. He made such an exhibition of him- 
self as it not often made in a court of 
justice. It is alleged that certain men tried

Mr. Bliss goes into the presidential fam- 
ily redolent of the New York chamber of 
commerce and the peculiar ‘notions about 
patriotism anw government which emanate 
from that unselfish: region, colored in his 
views by his local environment, as most of 
us are. 

Mr. Bliss will appear to the country at 
large as an ideal representative of the 
Wall street interests. Having been treas- 
urer of the McKinley campaign fund, he, 
of all men, knows which corporations con- 
tributed, and what those.corporations were 
promised in the way of legislation friendly 
to corporate wishes 

His going into the cabinet will appear 
to mean that the McKinley administration 
intends to keep faith with the said con- 
tributors to its expenses. Mr. Bliss is a 
millionaire banker, just as Mr. Sherman 
was and Mr. Gage is. 

General Alger is also a millionaire, and 
his views harmonize with Sherman's. Then 
comes Gary, another millionaire; then 
Long, of Massachusetts, attorney for 
trusts and corporations. Then there is Mc- 
Kenna, of Calofornia, jone of Leland Stan- 
ford’s confidential men, known on the Pa- 
cific slope as a corporation lawyer and cor- 
poration judge. 

These are the strong men of the cabinet; 
and of the commissioner of agriculture, 
Mr. Wilson, it is safe to say that he {s in 
line with the others. It is a distinctly 
corporation vabinet—a cabinet whose 
members are identified in principle, in 
purse and ir purpose with the privileged 
classes. They not only favor corpora- 
tions and trusts and combinations of cap- 
ital, but they are a part of the system. 
They are cogs in the wheel. 

CABINET AS A WHOLE. 

McKinley’s cabinet, therefore, is made 
up of those who feast on class legislation; 
those who claim that the laws should be 
framed in their special. interest: those 
who preach the gospel of legal and polit- 
ical equality, but whose practice tends to 
concentrate all wealth, all privilege and 
all power into the hands of a few, thus 
revolutionizing our republic into an aris- 
tocracy based upon wealth alone. 

Even Mr. Cleveland allowed representa- 
tion to the people in the selection of his 
cabinet. Gresham may not have been an 
appropriate choice, but he was honest and 
poor and had proved to the corporations 
that he was incorruptible. He was, there- 
fore, a man of the people. 

The peculiar distinction of the. McKin- 
ley cabinet is that nobody need nourish 
any hullucinations concerning it. There 
is absolutely no room left for guessing. 
The cabinet is a corporation cabinet, and 
nobody can doubt it. If the trusts who 
put up the money to elect McKinley had 
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discontent of the consumers, who will be 

pelled to pay higher prices for manu- 
actured goods.

The association also has several thousand 
dollars’ worth of assets in Tennessee, of 
which Mr. L. D. Palmer is the receiver. 
He was appointed by Chancellor Cooke, of 
the Nashville district, and treated the At- 
lanta gentlemen with much courtesy. He 
proposes to work in harmony with the 
permanent receivers of the association in 
this state and to the best interests of the 
thousands of stockholders throughout the 
land. 

While in Nashville Mr. Spalding and Mr.

Washington, March 9.—The congression- 
al record today contains a statement 
made by the chairman of the house com- 
mittee on appropriations, Mr. Joseph G. 
Gannon, of Iiléis, relative to the appro- 
priations made by the fifty-fourth con- 
gress. Mr. Gannon’s statement is in part 
as follows: ‘ 

“The total appropriations for the two ses- 
sions of this congress aggragate $1,043,437,- 
013. The appropriations of the fifty-third 
congress, which was democratic in both 
branches, with a democratic executive, 
amounted, according to the official tables. 
to $989,239,205. To this sum, however, should 
be added $4,400,000 on account of interest 
ard sinking fund charges for bonds issued 
by the democratic administration which 
were not included in the estimates of per- 
manent appropriations submitted to con- 
gress and stated in the tables; which brings 
the sum total of appropriations for all ob- 
jects by the fifty-third congress up on 
$993,639,205, or $49,797,812 less than the ap- 
propriations, including the deficiencies 
made by the present congress. 

In explanation of this apparent excess 
of appropriations by the fifty-fourth con- 
gress over those of the fifty-third congress 
it should be stated that the fifty-fourth 
congress made increases over its immediate 
predecessor on account of fortifications in 
the sum of $12,563,467; on account of river 
and harbor works, including contracts 
therefor, in the sum of $2,476,506; on ac- 
count of the construction of public build- 
ings, none of which were authorized by the 
fifty-fourth congress, in the suff Of. $2,343,- 
394 for the postal service in the sum of 
411, 64,35; for the naval establishment in 
the sum of $8,947,523, and on acebunt of 
permanent appropriations, mainly to meet 
interest and sinking fund charges for ‘the 
bonds issued by the administration just 
leaving power, $24,983,744; or a total of 
$62,768, 989. tks 
CANNON EXPLAINS.... . 


Mr. Cannon admits that the appropria- 


tions exceed the legitimate demands of the 
public service, but this results, he says, 
from conditions growing out of the rules of 
the house, the so-called courtesy of the 
senate and the excessive estimates sub- 
mitted to congress. The record shows that 
in no instance during many years past 
have the appropriations made by con- 
gress measured up to the full amounts re- 
commended and asked for by the adminis- 
tration. 

Mr. Cannoa condemns the practice of the 
senate in recent years of amending appro- 
priation bills, notably the general deficien- 
cy bill, by incorporating provisions to pay 
claims of every kind and character out- 
standing against the government—claims 
that have no status in many cases other 
than perfunctory reports from committees, 
mere findings of the court of claims, and 
recommendations and requests from bureau 
officers and other officials of the govern- 
ment. 5 

The remedy for this evil,” he says, “‘is 
the establishment of a tribunal of final 
jurisdiction whi.aer these claims may be 
sent for fuller intelligent consideration.”

The life of N. B. Lanier, the man shot 
through the lungs by H. S. Perry, at De- 
catur yesterday, told of fully in The Even- 
ing Constitution yesterday, still hangs in 
the - balance. 

Those who have been watching around 
his bedside say that his breathing is dif- 
ficult, and that it looks only a question of 
time when the strength he now has will 
leave him. 

Perry, who fired the fatal shot, is still 
kept in the DeKalb county jail. He is 
extremely cool and does not seem to real- 
ize the position in which his rash act has 
placed him. 

“What I did, J did with great forethought 
and with a perfectly cool head. When the 
circumstances in the case are known I will 
not only be exonerated, but the public will 
say I did what any man who cares any- 
thing for his honor would have done.” 
This was all that Perry would say con- 
cerning his act. 

LANIER’S STATEMENT TODAY. 
in a statement made this morning to one 
of the friends of his, Lanier told of the 
circumstances and the trouble. 

“Perry and his wife parted some time 
ago, said the wounded man, between 
gasps. “They finally agreed to again live 
together as man and wife. 

“The cause of their quitting at first was 
because Perry paid too much attention to 
other women. This was more than Mrs. 
Perry would stand, and the only | agree- 
ment of her ever again living with him 
was that he was to be her husband and 
pay attention to no one else. 

“After they made up Mrs. Perry asked me 
to watch him, and if I saw him paying any 


attention to other women to let her know. 


Perry was a fast man and went with wo- 
men of questionable reputation. I saw this 
and told Mrs. Perry about it. 

“She got after her husband about it, and 
when he learned that I was the one who 
told Mrs. Perry of his actions he sent me 
a letter telling me to leave Atlanta. 

“I did so, as I did not want to get into 
a difficulty. I never knew that Perry was 
anywhere in the neighborhood when I saw 
him on the train.” 

PERRY’S SIDE OF THE CASE. 

The story that Perry's friends are trying 
to give out for his action is that on Fri- 
day night Lanier attempted an assault on 
his wife. Perry himself won't say a word 
about this. 

Nothing will be done further in the case 
until Lanier either recovers or dies. As 
scon as the wounded man is strong enough, 
if he lives, there will be a preliminary 
trial and Perry will have to answer to the 
charge of assault with intent to murder. 
If Lanier dies, then murder will be the 
case booked against him.

Chicago, March 9.—Of the 1,200 union 
plasterers and laborers who struck Satur- 
day and Monday 260 have returned to work, 
the contractors for whom they were work- 
ing having signed the union scale of 
wages, which is operative until May ist. 

Contractors who employed 250 more of the 
strikers signify their intention of signing 
the agreement as soon as it is presented 
to them and most of them did attach their 
signatures at union headquarters during 
the day and evening and the men will be 
at work on the buildings again this morn- 
ing. 

The prospects are that 20 more of the 
strikers will be in a position Wednesday 
night to return to work by their employ~ 
ers signing the agreement within that 
time, which would make a total of 780 
men whose bosses have refused or intend 
to refuse to abide the resolution of the 
central building league to reduce the wages 
of building operatives. 

The quick return of such a large portion 
of the mén to work signifies the collapse 
of the movement to reduce wages, and the 
union scale of wages for men employed in 
the building trades, which terminates May 
ist, will probably be renewed without any 
serious labor disturbances.

Other Things of Great Interest 2 tates 
men Just at the Present Time. 


‘Washington, March 9. 
Special to The- eee Constitution. 

There have been twelve special sessions 
of congress called by the president of the 
United States. The first was the session 
called by John A: in Nur because ot 
the threatened war with France, and the | 
last was called by Grover Cleveland in 
1893 for the consideration of the silver 
question. It is rather singular, consider- 
ing the fact that the constitution does not 
call for the meeting of a new congress un- 
til more than a year after the election of 
Its members, that there have been so few 
called sessidris. There are’ two principal 
reasons why the president of the United 
States has hesitated about calling congress 
together. That unfortunate phrase which 
President Cleveland used in a letter a year 
or two ago-when he spoke of “having 
congress on my hands“ —-has much inor- 
fensive truth in it. When congress is not 
in session very few members of congress 
are in Washington and the push and strug- 
gle for office, which have been the night- 
mare of every president, are much dimin- 
ished. It would take a very serious reason 
to induce any president to call a special 
session of congress directly after his in- 
auguraticn. President McKinley thinks 
that such an emergency exists. 

The second reason is the expense of the 
extra session, for while the congressman 
of today receives his pay whether cun- 
gress is in session or not, he does not 
receive mileage and stationery allowance 
and many other perquisites of office when 
congress is not in session, and there is a 
small army of clerks employed only dur- 
ing the session whose salaries stop when 
‘congress adjourns and begin again when 
congress reconvenes. Therefore the ses- 
sion of congress is expensive and unless 
there is much to be gained by issuing a 
caH for a special session the president 
usually waits until the time named in the 
constitution for congress to assemble. 

The first extra session, as I have said, 
was called in 1797 by President John 
Adams to take action in the matter ot the 
pending difficulties with France. France 
had discriminated seriously against Ameri- 
can commerce, and a commission was sent 
to the court of France to see what could 
be done to bring about a peaceable settle- 
ment pf the matter. Talleyrand secretly 
offered to have thé objectionable décrees 
rescinded if a sum of money was paid to 
him, but this proposition was rejected sum- 
marily and congress appropriated money 
for a navy while the president called Wesh- 
ington to the head of the army. Napoleon’s 
reign began at about this time and the 
first consul made a treaty with the United 
States, which ws satisfactory and which 
settled the question of the threa‘ened war. 
Six years later congress was called to- 
gether to ratify the purchase of Louisiana 
from I'r.nce by President Jefferson. The 
senate approved the act and both houses 
voted bonds for the payment of the $15,- 
000,000, which was the purchase price. in

ana, Arkansas, Missouri, Iowa, Minnesota,

Four years later Jefferson called another 
special session of congress to take action 
on the Attitude of France and England 
toward our commerce. As a result of this 
meeting exportation was forbidden, but this 
law was repealed two years later as it was 
hurting American interests much more 
than those of other countries. President 
Madison called a special session of con- 
gress in July, 1811, to consider the war with 
Great Britain which was then threatening. 
No decisive action was taken at this spe- 
cial session, but war was declared at the 
regular session of congress m the year 
1812. A year later, the army having be- 
come somewhat demoralized by defeats 
along the Canadian border, Madison called 
another special session for the purpose of 
having it reorganized, 

There was no other called session until 
1837, when Van Buren summoned congress 
to face a financial crisis—the suspension of 
specie payments all over the country. A 
result of this special session was the 
establishment of the sub-treasury system 
now in force and the issue of $10,600,000 of 
treasury notes. The panic 
relieved though and when President Harri- 
son was maugurated he called ancther 
special session with which his successor, 
Tyler, was left to negotiate. President 
Tyler and congress did not get along at 
all well together. Congress passed two 
bills to establish a national bank, both of 
which were vetoed by the president. Con- 
gress also repealed the sub-treasury act 
which was re-enacted later by another 
congress. The trouble between Tyler and 
corgress resulted in Tyler's political death 
and in the disintegration of the whig party 
for a time. 

The slavery question caused the special 
session ‘called by President Pierce in 1856, 
as‘ well as that: called by President Lincoln 
in 1961, The SeSsion of 1856 was called de- 
‘cause the army appropriation bill had | 
failed. The house had tacked on ft a pro- 
vision that none of the army should be 
employed to enforce the acts of the Kan- 
sas legislature. The senate refused to ac- 
cept the bill in this form and when the 
special session was held the senate Pad 
its. way. This ‘session’ lasted only eleven 
days—a much shorter time than can be 
hoped for the session which is to begin this 
month.

otic enough to advance the money reeded 
to sustain the force of officers and en- 


vanced the money needed to carry the 
army establishment for a very brief space 
of time. 

An extra session was rendered necessary 
in 1879 by the failure of another appropria- 
tion bill—the sundry civil bill. This was 
defeated for passage in the senate because 
the house had put on it several riders“ 
to prohibit the use of troops at the polls. 
In the special session both house and sen- 
ate were democratic and they passed bills 
containing the objectionable “riders” which 
the president promptly: vetoed. Eventually 
congress was compelled’ to pass an unetin- 
barrassed appropriation ‘pill, which 
president signed.

Several times of recent years special 
sessions have been threatened. Mr. Mc- 
Kinley expres ed in private conversation 
four years ago the opinion that President 
Cleveland should call congress together to 
redeem the promises of the democratic 
party to reform the tariff. He said that 
if the president delayed. he would have 
trouble getting congress, to do what he 
wanted. This proved to be the case, and 
the tariff bill which wag passed by con- 
gress finally was very little to the liking 
of Mr. Cleveland. Mr, McKinley, by tak- 
ing the tariff bull by. tbe horns, immedi- 
ately has.a much better chance of making 


it do as he likes. 
I see in some recenti published para- 


graphs the statement that the senators, 
ho met in special session “THurdday of | 
this week, are very mch perturbed le- 
cause they will not receive mileage or 
other allcwances during ‘the called session. 
They are not a bit perturbed in fact. The 
law gives mileage’ and statienery allow- 
ances for the regular session of congress 
only; but the senators and members four 
years ago, when Mr. Cleveland called a 
special session, voted’ mileage and sta- 
tionary allowance to therselves for that 
session, and drew it, too. I have not 
heard that any member of thepfifty-third 
congress was conscientious enough to turn 
his allowance back into the treasury or to 
refuse to draw it. 

The truth is that the genators and repre- 
sentatives’ in congress get all they can 
out of the government, directly or indi- 
rectly. Senator Peffer, of Kansas, goes 
away from Washington a comparatively 
well-to-do man, because he not only saved 
a good part of his 35,000 a year and allow- 
ances, but he had three members of his 
family on the pay roll during the greater 
part of his six years in the senate. One of 
them was his wife. Senator Reagan, of 
Texas, now one of the railroad commis- 
sioners of his state, I believe, was the 
first senator to brave public criticism by 
appointing his wife private secretury at 
$6 a day. 

You know the salariés of our senators 
and representatives are just $4,000 more 
than the salaries of the members of the 
Canadian parliament, Which meets at Ot- 
tawa next week. They are $5,900 more 
than the members of ‘the British parlia- 
ment receive. They are not large enough 


to suppcrt a man and his family in lux- 
ury; but they are enough to live on, even 
in Washington, where ‘rents are higher 
and supplies cost more than they do any- 
where else in the country, The stationery 
and mileage allowance was voted to atone 


to the congressmen for the loss of the 


franking privilege. en that privilege 
was being. discussed in, ¢ the house it was 
said that the postage of some members 
on omeial business alone would amount 
to $100 or more a year.

THE SCHOOLBOOK BUD W 

There never was, in my mind, a more 
outrageous monopoly than the present 
schoolbook extortion. A man with two or 
three children is often unable to take ad- 
vantage of the free tuition offered by the 
public schools right here in Atlanta because 
he cannot afford the.enormous drain upon 
his resources twice a year for books. They 
will not allow a child to enter the schools 
unless it is armed and equipped with all 
the high priced textbooks that are provided 
by the school authorities, and every time a 
child advances from one grade to another 
it is a fresh outhiy of books. 


Twice a year the poor man with a small 
salary is confronted with the problem of 
purchasing books for his children. There 
are eight grades and the pupil must have 
a new style of grammar, geography, read- 
er, arithmetic and dictionary, with numer- 
ous other books, for every grade. There is 
no let up to it. Instead of providing Some 
sort of a book on one topic that would take 
the child through at least two grades it 
must have a complete assortment for each 
grade, although the step from one grade to 
another is very small indeed. It looks some 
times as if the school authorities have 
simply allowed themselves to be duped by 
the publishers. 


Why, with all their shortcomings, the 
country schools are not so burdensome as 
these. I have recently gone through with 
another experience buying books. Being 


the middle of the term I have tried to se- 


cure second-hand books so as to obviate a 
little of the expense, as I know these books 
would be of no use after the present term. 
I have managed, by close driving, to get 
the books at about 50 per cent less than 
the published’ price, and some of the books 
that I bought were as good as new. That 
indicates somewhat the extortionate prices 
charged by the publishers. 


But what do you suppose those booksell- |- 


ers made on the. d- hand. books that 
they sold me? From 100 to 500 per cent. 1 
had an experience of that sort when I 
went to move away from dere two. years 
ago. I had just bought a lot of books in 
the fall. Many of them were § scarcely 
soiled. I think that the book dealers al- 
lowed me about @ for $10 worth of 
books. Of course they sold them out to 
others at an average of 50 per cent and 
made a big profit. That is business on their 
part, but it all goes to show how the people 
are fleeced in being forced to load them- 
selves down with books, term after term, 
for twelve lng weary years until at last 
the child leaves the high school. 


On my various lists were two books tHat 
I asked for, but the man with whom I was 
dealing was generous enough to tell me that 
he did not have them in stock and he did 
not think that it was necessary for me to 
get them as they were not being used this 
term. I heaved a sigh of relief for I felt 
that I had saved a few hard earned pennies 
through his kindness. I tell you there is 
reform needéd in that line a little worse 
than in anything that I know of connected 
with our school system. An ordinary 
child ought to be able to méster the con- 
tents of those books in half the time re- 


books ought to be requisite for all the 
knowledge that is gained from this vast 
array of authorities. 


‘There is a lot of tommyrot about it some 
way. It is true, I never had % 
worth of schoolbooks in my lite, and I 
may not be able to appreciate the value of 
those textbooks fully; buf I do know that 
there is extrevagante somewhete. Of 
course so long as the educational authori- 
ties permit it the publishers. will go on mul- 
tiplying textbooks. It is their business to 
make all the money out of it that they can, 
but if} fhe movement that has been set on 
foot by Governor Atkinson and Commis-. | - 
sioner Glenn bears such fruit as E-hope to 
see, there will be a mighty revolution in 
the way of textbooks in piace te 
few years. e

the negro will always be a certain interest. 
Its advisability, its scope, its limits are 
very real questions and ones that certainly. 
have not been passed over lightly in this 
city. 

It may be well to begin with to quote the 
opinion of one ‘who both by his position 


and experience cannot but be considered 


as the leader of educational interest in this 
city. 

(Major Slaton says in speaking of this 
work that. he had no doubt that the 
education of the negro as persisted in by 
the board of education in the city, was 
not only doing fts recipients good but was 
elevating the whole race. 

A noticeable improvement has been seen 
by. him in the manners of the race as the 
work of the school became effective among 


them and the benefit that the community is 


deriving is really very large. 

Such an opinion as this by one who knows 
and speaks carefully of what he knows is 
certainly very valuable and is a fitting as 
a beginning to this article. 

The course pursued in the Summer Hin 
school is precisely the same as that pur- 
‘sued by the schools for white children. 
It has the full eight grades and the studies 
in each are identical with those pursued in 
the same grade in the white schools. 

Certainly in no way are the negroes at a 
disadvantage considered with. the white 
children. The Summer Hill school- 
house is a good substantial one and 
the latter part of it to be built is as fine as 
one could well wish for. There is a certain 


spirit among the negroes that is most som 


mendable. They will sacrifice anythii to 
give their children an education and fewer 
negro children probably are kept from 
school on account of being unable to buy 
books than there are white children de- 
prived of an education. 4 

It is also a well-known fact, that the at- 

tendance of negroes, in proportion to the 
number of them in the city, is larger than 
the whites. One of the examples of this 
course of education is the present principal 
of Summer Hil} school, C. W. Hill. 
He has proved to be an excellent ‘princi- 
pal and a good teacher. His governing of 
his pupils and his administration of the 
school would compare well with any school 
standard wherever found. 

The education of the teachers of the ne- 
gro school in the city is not a difficult 
question, for no less than four colleges are 
at their command wherein they can obtain 
the knowledge necessary to fit them for 
their work , 

The principal of this school, however, had 


little training outside of the excéllent sys- 
tem of school in which he s now a fagtor. 

His education is more than sufficient if 
it has proved for the demands of the At- 
lante board of education, but a great share 
of his success is due probably to his natu- 
ral ability and his adaptability to the teach- 
ers. 7 

Besides him there are teaching in the 
school, Georgia Druglar, who is assistant 
principal; V. E. Dozier, in charge of the 
seventh grade, and the others, naming 
them down from the sixth to the second, 
M. L. Sykes, Cora B. Finley, H. M. Jones, 
Alice A. Anthony and Rosa Garner and N. 
O. Bentley, the teacher of the first grade. 

Among these is a devotion to their school 
visible, an earnest interest in their work 
and an intelligent knowledge of its ques- 
tions and perplexities. 

An evenness in.working, a carefulness in 
detail and general effective In work that 
is productive of it could not help but be 
of good results. These teachers preside 
over and educate 632 children and the order 
and discipline is everything that could be 
expected, 

As students the pupils of this school are 
found to be diligemt and earnest and by no 
means dull. This is speaking of them, of 
course, as a general rule. In the ordinary 
studies they are quick to learn and some 
of the best penmranship that is turned in to 
the office of the superintendent of educa- 
tion is done by students in these schools. 

In certain studies they do fafl slightly 
behind others, but in the general average 
they are not deficient or behind the grand 
average of the other schools. 

The Summer Hill school was organised in 
1872 and is with a few others the oldest in- 


stitution of the kind in town. Today, like 


all the other negro schools, it is very much 
overcrowded and again with one or two 
others has the largest attendance of any 
in town. 

The daily average attendance of the 
scholars is also very good. Probably the 
school life of these scholars is a larger 
factor in their lives than it is in those of 
others and the incentives for regular at- 
tendance are great. but the fact remalns 
that they do attend and profit by the in- 
struction given by the school; and in time 
the community is the gainer by it. 

In fact the Summer Hill school, judging it 
by the ordinary standards, is found to be 
a school attended and well taught and one 
that is doing much benefit to those who are 
its echolars and those who come in contact 
with these scholars. 

In short it is, to say t very simply—a 


good school.

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Lenten Luncheons. 


Social entertainments are limited to 
mall affairs during the Lenten season. 
The women who entertain and are enter- 
tained in turn are supposed to be busily 
engaged in various mortifications of the 
flesh and spirit prescribed under Lenten 
regulations. Whether this is true or not, 
the rest from crushes and formal functions 
is a welcome one. 

Luncheons are the most popular forms 
of repaying social obligations at this sea- 
son, chafing dish luncheons are dainty at- 
fairs. always. 

In Lenten luncheons during Lent the 
dishes should be strictly Lenten. It is, 
however, allowable to serve broiled chicken 
and small game birds. These must not 
de placed on the table, but served from 
a side table and only suggested by the 
hostess. Wine at a Lenten luncheon is 
not to be thought of, Here are some Lentén 
dishes: 

Always buy live lobsters.’ Get them home 
‘from! market as soon as possible. As soon 
as they are in the kitchen put them in a 
kettle of cold water slightly salted. Stand 
the kettle over the fire and when the water 
has boiled fifteen minutes, if the lobsters 
are small they are done. If large, the lob- 
sters should boil twenty or twenty-five min- 
utes after the water begins to boil. As 
s00n as they are cool enough to handle. 
without burning the hands, lay the lobsters 
on their bellies and with a heavy knife 
open the shells down the back and crack 
the claws with a mallet. A lobster should 
never de allowed to cool in a closed shell, 


as the gasses soon destroy its flavor. Open- 


ed immediately the flesh will be sweet and 
fresh for a couple of days, if kept in a very 
cold ice chamber. Kept in a closed shell 
more than twenty minutes after boiling, 
the meat of the lobster is unfit to eat. 
Oysters, like lobsters, are not good when 
dend. They should always be opened and 
removed from their shells when alive. 
To ascertain if they are alive, as soon as 
opened, when one of the sheils has been 
removed, touch the edge of the oyster 
gently, and if alive it will contract. A 
nice way to serve oysters raw is to serve 
them in the shell, and not on the half 
shell, as is the usual condition. Open the 
Oysters, detach the upper shell and then 
loosen the oyster from the lower shell 
so it may be lifted freely with the oyster 
fork. Leave the oyster on the lower shells. 
Fill a deep plate with chipped ice, com- 
pletely cover the ice with fresh sprigs of 
watercress and lay the lower shell con- 
taining the oyster lightly on the bed of 
watercress. - Put. : 
shells on each plate; then cover the oysters 
with the upper shell, Put half of a small 
lemon, from which the seeds have been 
removed, in the center of each plate. In 


buying salmon always select the middle cut. 


It is the best. To boil salmon, urst tie it 
in a piece of cheese cloth. Put it in a ket- 
tle with enough cold water to cover it. 
Add two tablespoonfuls of Tarragon vine- 
gar and a teaspoonful of salt to each quart 
of water. 
fire. As soon as the water begins to boil 
place the kettle where the heat is more 


moderate, If. you. are cooking over a. coal | 


range. If, however, you are cooking by 
a gas range, . 
moderate heat and let the fish boil gently 
twelve minutes for.each pound. 

When the fish is cold lift it out of the 
colerder, where it has drained, and lay it 
on a platter or plate and remove the skin 
from the top of the boiled fish. Take an- 
other platter and lay it over the fish. With 
both, hands hold the two plates together 
and turn them over quickly so the top one 
is at the bottom. This will place the al- 
mon on the other plate, leaving the side 
up with the cloth on, so it and the skin on 
that side may be removed without breaking 
the fish. Now that the salmon is freed of 
cloth and skin, stand it in a very culd re- 
_frigerator, where it will harden and be 
ready to serve. While the salmon is set- 
ting cold make your mayonnaise as fol- 
lows: In the bottom of a soup plate put a 
half téaspoonful of dry English mustard. 
Add the yolk of a raw fresh egg and stir 
till well blended. Holding the fork in the 
right hand, take a bottle of good oil in 
_the left hand and carefully begin dropping 
the oil, stirring it in with the mustard and 
yolk of egg with the fork in the right 
hand. When the ingredients become a stiff 
waxy paste add a few drops of Tarragon 
vinegar to the paste, stirring it all the 
time; this will thin it a little. Now. take 
up the oil again and proceed as before, 
‘dropping it in slowly and carefully till the 
paste is thick and waxy again. Then thin 
it with a few drops of vinegar. Repeat 
this process till you have made the 
amount of mayonnaise required and until 
it is a proper thickness. The yolk of one 
egg will easily take up a large bottle of 
oil. * 1 6 — 


In mixing a mayonnaise stir it without 
Ynterruption, and always in the same way, 
| Gesoribing a circle. If the room is very 
warm, stand the plate on a dish of chip- 
ped ice.

REMEDIAL LEGISLATION LATER 


Senator Lexow Will, Prepare a Bill 
To Prevent a Gea tinuation of the 
‘ Combination That “Restricts the 
Necessities of Lifé” as the Finding 
of the Report Is Werded. 


Albany, N. Y., March . — The report of 
the Lexow trust investigating committee 
will be presented to the senate today. 

It contains about 10,0 words. The tes- 
timony taken before the committee ts 
reviewed at length and while no special 
drive is made against any individual trust, 
the committee treats all of the combines 
investigated alike. 

They found that these combinations to 
restrict the necessaries of lite do exist, and 
that the aggregations of capital which have 
been formed were organized in nearly every 
instance for the purpose of regulating the 
trade, suppressing competition, controlling 
the output and dictation of prices. 

The report dwells at length upon the 
great danger that is likely to arise from 
the continuance of the operations of these 
aggregations of capital and protests that 
affirmative legislation should be enacted 
with a view of restraining, if not entirely 
prohibiting, the operation of such monster 
combinations, 

‘lhe report states that the committee be- 
lieves the factors’ agreements between the 
trusts and their agents are to a great ex- 
tent the potential agency through which 
these combinations are enabled to fulfill 
the purpcses of their organizations. 

The committee.is working on the remedial 
legislation, but Chairman Lexow does not 
think he will have the bills for introduc- 
tion today. :

THE GHASE FOR BROOKS. 


INCIDENTS IN THE LONG SEARCH FOR 
THE ALLEGED ACCOMPLICE. 


His Brother’s Mysterious Actions—Be- 
lief That He Was Used as a De- 
coy To Mislead the Officers 
in Their Search. 


Five Forks, Ga., March 9.

The excitement so high here a few days 
ago over the murder of Hunt at Harmony 
Grove by Reynolds and Bud Brooks is 
subsiding, but there are men here who 
would assist in the lynching of Brooks, 
whose home is not far from this place. 

Scott Jackson came down Saturday night 
from Harmony Grove and recovered two 
pistols and two gold watches which Bud 
Brooks hid in a stump near George 
Brooks's, his brother. 

Sunday before last George Brooks dressed 
as a woman, was carried by Walter Boggs, 
a relative of his, to Boggs’s home. Scott 
Jackson, Robert Estes and John Williams 
pursued them and found George Brooks 
in Boggs’s stables about sundown. The 
posse, thinking it Bud Brooks, the mur- 
derer, arrested him, Jackson leveling his 
pistol on Brooks from a crack while Wil- 
llams entered the door and ordered a sur- 
render. 

Brooks begged them to not shoot and 
surrendered. After the posse found that 
they had the wrong man they ordered him 
to not return home that night. 

They thought Brooks was in this dis- 
gulse to decoy the officers from his home, 
where Bud Brooks was supposed to be. 

George Brooks said later that he was go- 
ing in disguise to inform Bud of the pres- 
ence of the officers. 

WAS CLOSE BY. 

Bud Brooks has said that he was close 
enough to smell the cigar smoke of the 
posse at Boggs’s, and it is thought that 
if the posse had watched George Brooks 
they could have located Bud that night. It 
is rumored that Bud Brooks stayed in Con- 
cord church near that place the following 
night. 

The day after the murder he was here 
drunk and counted $350, which he carried 
on his person. He gave his sisters $5 each 
and $% to his brother George. These 
amounts were delivered to Officer Jackson 
together with the watches and pistols. 

Probably George Brooks will see Bud 
and advise him to state the hiding place 
of all the valuables taken from Hunt.

It the County Refuses To Pay for the 
Care and Detention of Prisoners the 
Sheri® Would Like Te Know Who 
Foots the Bills—An Interesting Point 
of Law Comes Up for Discussion. 


The action of the county commissioners in 
refusing to pay Sheriff Nelms the jail 
costs resulting from the incarceration of 
Otis Smith, has raised a unique point of 
law which the sheriff is discussing. 

The sheriff says Otis Smith was regu- 
larly committed, so far as he knows, and 
was presented to the jailer by an officer 
ot the law.

When Smith was released the bill went 
to the county commissioners, and the entire 
jail bill, with the exception of such charges 
as were made for Smith, was paid. The 
$2.57 which was charged for Smith’s de- 
tention was stricken from the account and 
is not to be paid by the commissioners. 

J am not one of these chronic kickers,” 
said Sheriff Nelms, yesterday. All that I 
want to do is to discharge my every obli- 
gation as jailer of Fulton county. It's the 
people's office and not mine, and I don't 
want anything t).at I am not entitled to. 

“The question I am now investigating is 
what I am to do should any similar case 
arise. I am entitled to receive the pay 
for the expenses of the care of prisoners. 
I am going to see what prisoners must be 
refused. The question is one that is knotty 
just now.“ 

The criminal code of Georgia provides 
that no jailer or sheriff can refuse a regu- 
larly committed prisoner under a heavy 
penalty. It is under the circumstances that 
Sheriff Nelms is thinking over the mat- 
ter. 

The comméssioners decline to discuss 
the matter, further than to say that the 
county should not pay for jail costs where 
the prisoner was jailed and then released 
upon the sottlement of the prosecution. 

“Whoever turned him out should pay the 
jail costs,“ said one of the commissioners 
this afternoon. ‘“‘We don't think there is 
any obligation upon the county to pay the 
board.“ r
